DECLARATION OF LORRI W. COOPER an e/iv 



elcvse addressed to: ComTm^siot^r for 


I hereby declare as follows: 


1 . I represent SONEM GmbH in connection with the above-referenced patent 
application. The application names four inventors, Eckard Glaser, Miroslaw Wrobel, Janet 
Grassmann, arid Stergios Stergiopoulos. 

2. Three of the inventors, including Mr. Glaser, Mr. Wrobel, and Ms. Grassmann, 
have signed the Declaration, which is being submitted to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
along with this paper. Mr. Stergiopoulos, however, who was originally involved with the 
invention of the subject matter of the application under a Research and Development Contract 
between SONEM GmbH and the Department of Defense of the Canadian Government, refuses to 
sign the Declaration. 

3. Mr. Stergiopoulos's last known address is 124 Lawrence Avenue, East, Toronto, 
Ontario M4N-1S8, CANADA. 

4. On July 9, 2002, my patent assistant, Ms. Pamela J. Cyngier, under my direction, 
mailed a copy of the Notification of Missing Requirements to SONEM GmbH's counsel, Ms. 
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Heinke Lange, in Hof, Germany, with instructions to obtain the signatures of the inventors on a 
Declaration and Assignment. A copy of the letter is enclosed in Exhibit A. 

5. On information and belief, on July 23, 2002, Mr. Stergiopoulos telephoned my 
colleague, Stephen Scanlon, who is presently on medical leave, and informed Mr. Scanlon that 
he was unwilling to execute the Declaration and Assignment. Mr. Stergiopoulos's reasons for 
refusing to sign included his belief that SONEM did not have contractual rights to his assignment 
and because SONEM was bankrupt. 

6. Shortly thereafter, my patent assistant, Ms. Pamela Cyngier, received a 
handwritten letter from Mr. Stergiopoulos, dated July 22, 2002, reiterating that Mr. 
Stergiopoulos was unwilling to sign the Declaration or Assignment because the Department of 
Defense of the Canadian Government was not included as a co-assignee. A copy of this letter is 
attached in Exhibit B. 

7. On August 7, 2002, 1 sent a letter to Mr. Stergiopoulos enclosing another copy of 
the Declaration and Assignment for his signature. A copy of my letter is attached in Exhibit C. 

8. On September 18, 2002, 1 placed a telephone call to Mr. Stergiopoulos and 
discussed with him his decision to refuse to sign the Declaration for the above-noted appUcation. 
Mr. Stergiopoulos agreed that he was involved in the invention described in the application and 
should be included as a inventor, but refused to sign the Declaration. He stated that he had filed 
a similar application in the United States with one of the co-inventors, Mr. Wrobel. He also 
stated his belief that SONEM GmbH was bankrupt and that he believed his employer, the 
Department of Defense of the Canadian Government, may have rights in the invention. For 
these reasons, he stated that he refused to sign the Declaration. 

9. On September 18, 2002, in follow up to my earlier telephone call to Mr. 
Stergiopoulos, I emailed Mr. Stergiopoulos a copy of the application and the Declaration. The 
purpose of the email was to confirm that Mr. Stergiopoulos had a complete copy of the above- 
noted Application and Declaration, even though he previously stated to me that he had a copy, 
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and to allow Mr, Stergiopoulos to forward the application to his legal department, A copy of the 
email is attached in Exhibit D. 

10. Mr. Stergiopoulos has not, as of today, returned the executed Declaration, 
consistent with his statements made to me on September 18, 2002. 

1 1 . Based upon the above facts, I believe that Mr, Stergiopoulos is properly named as 
an inventor for the subject application, but unwilling to execute the Declaration. 

12. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that 
these statements are made with knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 or Title 18 of the United States 
Code, and that such willful false testimony may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issuing thereon.
